Much has been published in recent weeks about 
the efforts of adults to form an “Oasis,”°a new recrea- 
tional center where high school students of Upland 
and Ontario may congregate. Mrs. Walter Stewart, 
one of the hardest working women in this area, is 
among the leaders in the movement.

At present, there are several hun- 
dred sold memberships in both high schools.

Presbyterians Oceupy Fourth 


Plant In 71-Year History 


Seventy-one years after the 
organization of the church in 
1887 by 16 charter members, 
First Presbyterian church of 
Upland, with a membership of 
approximately 900 members, is 
occupying a new edifice, the 
fourth church structure built 
by the congregation since its 
organization. 

First meetings of the local 
Presbyterians were held as 
early as Jan., 1886, with meet- 
ings held in Ensley hall, On- 
tario (now the site of Ontario 
laundry), and the congrega- 
tion formally organized on Jan. 
2, 1887 with 16 members and 
was rectived into the Los An- 
geles Presbytery in April of 
1887, with a membership of 


Destroyed By Wind 


The first wooden frame 
structure started on the north- 
east corner of Euclid Ave. and 
Ninth St. 1887 and dedica- 
ted May 7, 1888, was complete- 
ly collapsed by the infamous 
windstorm of Dec. ll, 1891 
According to a church record 
written in 1909, ‘‘the congrega- 
tion was so despondent the 
wreckage of the church fay in 
the midst of Ninth St. for three 





months before any effort was 
made to clean it up. 

“A spirit of vigorous activi- 
ty took possession of the con- 
gregation at this point which 
resulted in-a new church 
being built the following year,” 
This second white wooden 
structure was dedicated “Oct. 
2, 1892, with the Rev. F. D. 
Seward, pastor, preaching the 
sermon and Dr. J. J. Marks, 
a white-haired, 90-year-old pa- 
triarch from Cucamonga, mak- 
ing the prayer of dedication. 


Has Had Four Names 


Originally es ta b1i shed as 
First Presbyterian Church of 
Ontario, the church was sub- 
sequently known before the 
turn of the century as the Eu- 
clid Ave. Presbyterian church, 
and then as First Presbyteri- 
an Church of North Ontario. 
With the founding of the City 
of Upland in 1906, it became 
First Presbyterian Church of 
Upland. 

The second church building 
sérved until 1909, when on 
Sept. 12 a farewell service 


was held and on Sept-13 the 
dismantling of the building to 
make way for a new structure 
began. The congregation had| 


grown rapidly and become in- 
creasingly cramped for space 
— much the same as in the 
past decade. For a time serv- 
ices were held in the Fannie 
D. Noe Grammar school on E. 
Arrow Hwy (razed in the 1930’s 
to make way for Upland Ele- 
mentary school built in 1936), 
while the new church was be- 
ing built. . 
For the third time and on 
the same site within a 22-year 
period, the congregation held 
dedication ceremonies on Dec. 
19, 1909, with the Rev. H. P. 
Lane, pastor, presiding and 
the Rev. D. McG. Gandier giv- 
ing the dedicatory address. 


Three Cornerstones 

This time two cornerstones 
were laid into the larger church 
building, one being the origi- 
nal from the 1887 building and 
a new cornerstone inscribed, 
“*1887-1909.""” The masonry 
which put them into place was 
the work of W. C. Cline, still 
a local contractor and member 
of the church who has been a 
sub-contractor on the new 
church construction.
